A WITTY JUDGE. 


His Conclusions on the Evidence of 
Ditto and True. 

The late Hon. Noah Davis, well 
known throughout the country as the 
judge who tried and sentenced Boss 
Tweed, was justly celebrated in many 
ways, Ue was of that type of jurist 
for which western New , York was 
famed during the half century follows 
ng Teee. Coa county is proud 
tim as one of her noblest and most dis- 
tinguished@ sons. He was slightly 
above medium height, full habited, 
large head, fine, clean cut face—indeed, 
a striking figure in any community. He 
was a well read Inwyer, an honest, 
fair minded judge, with a keen sense 
of humor and withal something of a 
writer and poet. The following lines 
from his pen, written on the spur of 
the moment and in the midst of a trial, 
illustrate the alertness and quality of 
his mind. They are perhaps the best 
play upon words of which we have any 
record in the English tanguage. 

It was at the Niagara circuit In the 
early seventies. Judge Davis presided, 
An action in ejectment was called. 
The dispute was over a party wall or 
a division line. It was purely a ques- 
tion for the civil engineer. The divi- 
sion Hine established and the case was 
won. The defendant's attorney, realiz- 
Ing this, called as expert witnesses the 
Hon. John A. Ditto, city engineer of 
‘Buffalo, and the IIon. A. R. True, the 
engineer who constructed the canta- 
lever bridge over Niagara river at the 
falls. They were two of the most em1- 
nent civil engineers in the state. They 
made a survey of the premises and es- 
tablished the division line as contended 
for by the defendant and when called 
to the witness stand so testified, giving 
monuments, courses and distances with 
such minute exactness that they could 
not be successfully controverted. ‘The 
moment True, whoa followed Ditto as a 
Witness, left the stand, Judge Davis 
wrete these lines and passed them to 
the clerk to band to plaintiff's counsel: 

Since True swears ditto to Ditto, 
And Ditto swears ditto to True, 


If True be true and Ditto be ditto, 
I think they*re too many for you.

THE OPEN TURRET. 
What a Caustic Critic of Our Navy 
Has to Say About It. 

The most important protection or a 
battleship, outside of the bull itself, Is 
that given to Its mugazines. Never 
since the use of powder upon fighting 
ships bas there been such danger to 
the maguzines as exists in every bat- 
tleship and armored cruiser in the 
American fleet. It is w first principle. 
recognized even in the days of wooden 
frigates, that powder must not be 
passed directly up to the gun deck 


through a vertical shaft. The oper 
turret of the United ‘States battleship 
is the only violation of this principle tu 


the practice of the world. 

The open turrét is 4 conical shaft 
leading straight down ipto the bull of 
the ship. At the top of chis shaft the 
powder Is louded into the beavy guo 
At its bettom is the bavdling room, 
where the powder /s delivered from 
the magazine. Around this bandling 
room aud opening directly iuto it are 
the magazines. 

The guns in the turret are fred with 
charges of smc/:eless powder. This 
powder is a bard, round substance, of 
a composition which looks not unlike 
celluloid. Its grains—in the charges 
for the heaviest gun—are cylinders 
about the size of a spool of thread. 
These grains of powder when. uncon- 
fined do not explode if they are set on 
fire, but are consumed like fizzing fire- 
crackers. Now, wader preseut condi- 
tions. at least, a certain number of ac- 
cidents in loading and firing guns can 
be counted on. When these oecur the 
burning powder grains will fall straight 
down into the handling room. The 
charges ‘n the handling room will be 
set on fire und the whole turret will 
be filled at once gyith a poisonous, 
flaming gas that destroys life time- 
.| diately and even melts the softer met- 
a's, Three times already by a miracle-

ARTILLERY CURIOSITIES. 


‘Leather, Wood and Rock, 

Among the curiosities of artillery 
odd inventions have a great place. 
Cannon have been made of the most 
unlikely materials. Leather was used 
‘us early. as Henry. VI1II.'s. day at the 
siege of Botlogne. The very articles 
were stored in the tower once, and 
Evelyn saw them there, inscrifed 
“Non Marti opus ést cul .non deficit’ 

ercurius.”: Are- they still lying. in 

me corner of a forgotten lumber 
room? ‘The Scotch employed leather 
guns 1M 1640 to butter Lord Conway's 
fortifications at Newbourne, and: they 
did. the. work well. Describing the fe- 
verish. alarm in Paris -in 1792, Camryle 
says: “One.citized has wrought out the 
scheme of a wooden cannon, which 
France shall exclusively profit by in 
the first instupce. It is to’ be made of 
staves by the coopers, of almost bound- 
less caliber, but uncertain as to 
strength.” ; 

Two smal! pieces brought to France 
by the Siamese ambassadors as pres- 
ents from their king to Louis XIV. 
were the only artillery procurable for 
the atack on the Bastille—of eccentric 
model no doubt, adorned with dragons 
and golden inscriptions, but efficient 
workmanship. We read of gold cannon 
{in India, There were two so de- 
scribed at Baroda in Burton’s time, 
“to which regular adoration was of- 
fered.” In fact, the tubes were of 
steel, but the massive gold casing cost 
£20,000. ; 

For the defense of Malta in the old 
days the knights “invented a kind of 
ordnance of their own, unknown to all 
the world beside,” says Bry one, an 
eyewitness. They followed out the nat- 
ural rock here and there in such fash- 
fon that the cavity was like a mortar, 
put a barrel of gunpowder into the 
hole, plugged it with a wooden disk 
exactly fitting and heaped miscellane- 
ous projectiles thereupon. About fifty 
of these singular cannon defended 
creeks and landing places. Some of 
them were six feet in diameter and 
threw 10,000 pounds weight of iron or 
stone into the air. Doubtless if all 
went well they woug do tremendous 
execution upon an enemy trying to 
disembark. 


- But there are eccentricities still more 


curious on record. In a tomb on the 
island of Chinal, near Usumacinta, 
Mexico, was. found a cannon four feet 
eleven inches long of terra cotta, witb 
terra cotta bullets. It is suggested 
that when Cortes retired after his 
great flight at Ceutla, Tabasco, the na- 
tives copied the Spanish guns in clay, 
hoping to produce the same results.— 
London Standard.

DROPS OF RAIN. 


Why Moisture In Air Takes Globular 
Shape When It Falls. 


Why does rain fall in drops and not 


in a sheet of water? How many boys 
and girls can answer that qhestion? 
Perhaps those who cannot would like 
to have the explanation, which can 
best be given by telling first what rain 
is, says the Chicago News. The air 
contains at all times more or less wae 
tery vapor, which is evaporated from 
the ocean, lakes and rivers by the heat 
of the sun. When the temperature of 
the alr falls below a certain point— 
that is to say, when the air loses a 
certain amount of its heat—this vapor 
condenses into water again, 

The particles of water are quite 
small, and as they form in the air 
they begin to fall of their own weight, 
and in falling they meet and unite with 
other particles, thus forming drops. If 
the cloud from which they come be 
near the earth, the drops are larger 
than when it is higher, for there is 
less air resistance to be. met’ in fall- 
ing. ‘The higher the cldud, then, en 
#eneral principles, the more the drops 
are broken up. 

But even if water ever formed ip 
sheets or in a body up in the air, 
which it does not. it could not possibly 
reach the earth in that form, for the 
resistance offered by the air makes it 
break up into drops. That is the prin- 
ciple of the shot tower, by the way. 
Melted’ lead is dropped from an ele- 
vated point. and it breaks into shot Lad 
fore it reaches the ground. 
|

With a Curious Reach of the Long 
Arm of Goincidence, 

‘students when called apon

Among other things, this 
room contained a mangle, which was 
at the service of such of the women of, 
the town as made him a small pay- 
ment, Mt ¢ 
. One winter evening several women 
were engaged in mangling when one. 
of them knocked down their solitary 
candlestick, and, being probably of 
earthenware, it. was broken. Work 
for the night. was nearly over. It did 
not seein worth while to fetch another, 
fo one of the women took the still 
burning candle—hbappily it was not a 
‘very short one-and stuck ft into some 
black, dusty looking stuff which she 
had noticed in a barrel standing near. 
Soon, however, one of these good 
dames had occasion to descend into 
the shop and, encountering Marshall 
there, naturally began to apologize for 
the candlestick having suffered: 

We may conceive what was the shop- 
keeper's horror when he beard what 
was the stibstitute that had been found, 
for- he knew at once tbat the candle 
was standing in a cask of gunpowder. 
He rushed upstairs and was just in 
time. He made “a cup with his two 
hands,” ds he said, “so that no sparks 
could get to the powder,” and drew 
‘the candle calmly out without uttering 
a sound, His words afterward when 
all danger was over were, I have been 
told, of a kind not uncommonly heard 
on board of keels and coal barges on 
our rivers, but such as are discouraged 
elsewhere. 

In the year 1861 “The Depositions 
From the Castle of York In the Seven- 


| teenth Century” was published by the 


Surtees society. In a note in this work 
by its editor, Canon Raine, the follow- 
ing passage occurs. The parallelism 
between the two narratives as to the 
way the candle was removed from dan- 
ger is very striking: 

“Newcastle had a very narrow escape 
about 1684. An apprentice going up 
with a candle into a loft' which con- 
tained many barrels\of gunpowder and 
much combustible material. thought- 
lessly stuck the candle into a barrel, of 
avhich the head had been knocked off, 
to serve for a candlestick. He saw the 
danger and fled.- A laborer ran into 
‘the loft and, joining both his hands to- 
‘gether, drew the candle softly up be- 
tween. his middlemost fingers, so that 
jf any snuff had dropped it must ‘have 
fallen into the hollow of the man’s 
hand.’—London Notes and Queries,

Now, there is an especial art of com- 
plimenting that needs to be studied and 
mastered quite as much as the art of 
musie or poetry or oratory.

ments should never be fulsome, never 
troweled on, never open to a suspicion 
of a private ax to grind in the way of 
currying favor. They should be purely 
objective in the sense of having no 
other.end in view than that of impart- 
ing pleasure, encouragement and the 
recognition of cordial good will. Still, 
if only humorously couched, there may 
be plenty of badinage and exuberant 
imaginative exaggerafion-in them, car- 
ried off with a laughter and play of 
sportive fancy that will. relieve them 
from being oppressive. And. yet al- 
ways must they have a basis of gin- 
cerity and genuine human love,

one heeds only to familiarize himself 
with recorded instances of those who 
have been past masters in the way. of 
doing it both sincerely and delightful- 
ly.
